A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of tlie general nature of what was 
agreed to if an agreement was reached, or any other comnnents: Fair discussed the structure of 
iota versus kappa versus kappa-2 carrageenan (relying on Falshaw et al. and Bixler et al. as visual 
aids - submitted in 7/26/04 IDS) and summarized the art cited as it was applied in the obviousness 
rejections in terms of the teachings that each provided. Fair went on to argue that de Vries teaches 
gel strength properties of carrageenans in dairy preparations and one of ordinary skill in the art 
would not extrapolate their relative gel strength to non-dairy systems. Fair also argued that the 
teachings of van de Velde et al. and de Vries were not consistent concerning the gelling of kappa-2 
carrageenan, but did not point to any examples of specific inconsistencies. Both Woodward and 
Helm disagreed with the assessment of the teachings of de Vries and the tendency of the artisan of 
ordinary skill to apply the reference's teachings to a non-dairy system. Woodward invited Fair to 
elaborate on these arguments in writing with a request for reconsideration such that a more in 
depth consideration could be made. Fair suggested the submission of data from an experiment that 
parallels the formulation of example 10 in Gilleland et al. comparing kappa-2 carrageenan to kappa 
carrageenan and a physical blend of iota and kappa carrageenan (where the physical blend and 
copolymer have a 50/50 ratio of kappa to iota carrageenan). He suggested providing data as 
depicted in figure 2 that examines flow rate of these carrageenans as a function of temperature.
